| Lake Fishermen Are Using 


A State conservation worker told 
Ernest Lyons, city editor of the 
Stuart Dàily News, that black 
bass are being used for esifish 
bait by Lake Okeechobee fisher- 
men. A story appearing recentis. 
lin the Martin county newspaper; 
and written by Mr. Lyons, uppears 
below: 

That noble.sporting "fish, the 
Florida black bass, is being used 
for catfish bait by the commerci- 
al fishermen of Lake Okéecho- 
bee, the Daily News learned’ to- 
day through reliable sources. 

"I saw commercial fishermen 
chopping up sevem and eight 
pound black bass by the tubful" 
a conservation worker told this 
writer,-"And there was abso 
lutely nothing ‘which I could ‘do 

bout it." 

The black bass are caught by 
thé catfish, fishermen pulling 
nets in south Florida's 40-mile 
wide fresh water lake., Although 
it is legal for them to ship or 
to sell the black bass, it is ap- 
parently not illegal for them to 
catch apd destroy them. Lake 
Okeschotee, accotding to ari- 
dículous' Florida law — the lake 
is the largest body of fresh water 
wholly within any 'state — is 
classified as salt water, and the
